IN  the  preceding  numbers  of  this  ad- 
drefs,  I have  Ihewn,  that  our  natural  ca- 
pital, has,  in, a great  meafure,  been  Han- 
ding (till,  fo  far  as  its  operation  has  re 
luted  to  the  increale  of  wealth.  We 
have  fublilted,  principally,  upon  wh  it 
wealth  was  brought  into  the  ftate  by  em- 
igration, and  by  bellowing  fome  labour 
upon  the  foil.  With  the  intrinsic  means 
■which  has  paffed  into  the  ftate,  the  foil 
has  only  bein  improved.  It  has  only 
been  better  cultivated,  than  in  its  rude 
ftate,  for  the  operations  of  induftry  ; but 
can  boaft,  as  yet,  of  only  a lmall 
portion  of  lblid  wealth,  added  to  the 
natural  opulence  of  our  capital,  over 
*nd  above  the  demands  of  confumption 
I have  Ihewn  aifo,  that  this  effeCt  has 
been  produced  by  the  want  of  markets 
for  the  produce  of  the  foil,  and  by  ex- 
changing the  gold  and  filver  which  em- 
igration had  brought  into  the  ftate,  for 
the  perifhable  commodities  of  foreign 
countries.  This  mad,  unpardonable  po 
licy,  which  wifdom  will  forever  condemn, 
as  a fitcriligious  contempt  of  the  boun- 
ties of  Providence,  (till  exifts.  it  is  con- 
ducted by  two  diftindt  dalles,  the  mer- 
cantile and  the  agricultural.  The  fi'ft, 
draws  into  its  hands,  the  gold  and  filver,' 
the  -only  really  adtive  wealth  in  the  com- 
munity,  grows  opulent  by  the  profit  it 
commands,  and  leaves  every  other  clafs 
to  Puffer  the  inconvenience  of  a relaxed 
circulation.  The  fecond,  or  agricultu- 
ral clafs,  as  long  as  they  can  acquire 
fufficiency  of  the  circulating  medium  to 
procure  the  perishable  commodities  oj 
foreign  markets , and  the  means  of  a bare 
support,  on  their  farms,  are  contented. 

But  this  policy  cannot  laft  forever. 
It  carries  within  it  the  latent  feeds,  the 
fccret  caufes  of  deftrudtion,  to  the  fair 
eft  profpedts  that  ever  flione  upon  ; 
country,  whom  nature  has  calculated  for 
an  elevated  deftiny.  It  Taps  the  foun- 
dations of  our  profperity  ; fubverts  the. 
end  of  fociety,  and  literally  tends  to 
keep  us  in  that  rude,  uncultivated  ftate, 
which  has  excited  the  deriiion  and  con 
tempt  of  other  communities. 

The  prefent  mercantile  policy,  inde- 
pendent of  the  evils  to  which  it  gives 
rife,  and  which  I have  heretofore  dated, 
contains  within  it,  many  additional  in 
conveniences  and  injuries,  which  deferve 
inveftigation 

lft.  It  has  a tendency  to  weaken  the 
community,  by  fending  to  market 
the  circulating  medium,  inflead  of 
the  native  productions  of  the  foil. 
2d.  It  abridges  the  mea-ns  of  acqui- 
ring the  greateft  proportion  of  the 
comforts  and  conveniencies  of  life, 
by  monopolifing  the  current  coin 
of  the  ftate. 

Sd.  It  prevents  the  foil,  or  the  natural 
capital  of  the  ftate  from  being  im- 
proved, fo  as  to  give  it  the  gieateft 
poffiblc  advantage, 

1 ft.  It  is  certainly  a correCt  principle, 
that  labour , from  the  very  ordination  of 
nature  itfelf,  is  the  only  true  and  dura- 
ble means  of  acquiring  the  neceffaries 
and  comforts  of  life.  It  is  that  which 
gives  Ihape,  production  and  determina 
tion  to  the  natural  capital,  and  fits  it 
Tor  all  the  various  purpofes  of  our  con- 
dition, as  dependent  beings.  ItisequaL 
corredt,  that  money  is  the  moft  perfedt, 
Is  well  as  the  moft  durable  reprefenta- 
t'tve  fign  of  labour.  Its  portable  lize, 
the  hardnefs  of  its  nature,  which  pre- 
vents it  from  foon  wearing  out,  and  its 
immutability  in  value,  under  proper  fi- 
nancial regulations,  gives  to  it  a degree 
of  importance  and  utility,  over  and  a- 
bove  every  other  commodity,  which  does 
notpoffefs  fimilar  qualities.  Of  courfe, 
with  this  article,  fo  fupevior  in  real  value 
to  every  other,  a greater  quantity  of  la- 
bour can  be  commanded,  from  all  the 
productive  fonrees,  that  adminifter  to 
the  wants  of  fociety.  In  proportion, 
therefore,  to  the  laxity  of  its  circulation 
or  the  real  fcarcity  of  money,  the  means 
ol  purchafing  labour  and  of  acquiring 
the  neceffaries  andcomfoits  of  a produc- 
tive application  of  its  ingenuity  and 
force,  become  more  difficult,  liie 
are  in  univerfal  demand  by  every  clafs 
of  fociety,  and  the  means  of  procuring 
them,  being  deftroyed,  the  community 
is  at  a ftand.  If  it  works  either  way, 
it  muft  inevitably  preferve  a ratio  of  ra- 
pid decline.  The  productive  avenues  of 
commerce  and  agriculture  are  (hut  up. 
The  arts,  by  which  the  rudenefs  of  na- 
ture is  corredt ed,  and  the  favage  afperi- 
t ties  of  life  worn  down  to  a polilhed  fur- 
face,  become  difeouraged.  The  fpirit  of 
enterprize  and  the  pride  of  patriotic  vir- 
tue dies  away,  and  the  community  be- 
tomes  impotent,  vapid,  and  defponding. 
To  prove  this,  let  the  eye  be  reverted  to 
thofe  countries  where  money  is  in  ad'tive 
circulation.  Every  thing  is  alive.  The 
human  faculties  bring  forth  thei 


liicli  is  gradually  working  itfelf  on  to 
the  Welteru  opulence  by  the  folly  of  the  people. 

Suppofe  500,000  dollars  are  lent  out 
to  a foreign  market,  annually,  for  the  pe- 
rishable commodities  oj  merchandize. 
One  dollar  may  be  conlidered  as  the 
j price  which  the  average  wages  of  labour 
is  worth';  taking  into  conlideration  its 
various  kinds,  from  the  firft  rude  produc- 
tion of  the  material  to  the  laft  ftage  of 


its  confurnable  qualification.  Now,  if 
500,000  dollars  are  lent  away,  there  is 
the  fame  proportion  of  the  means  of 
commanding  the  productions  Of  labour 
loft  to  the  community.  When  this  enor- 
mous delinquency  of  the  reprefentative 
figns  of  labour,  is  felt  throughout  all 
the  different  parts  of  fociety,  the  injury 
is  univerfal.  Every  individual  is  in- 
debted for  his  comforts  to  the  produ 
ive  efforts  of  labour ; and  in  propor 
as  the  means  of  commanding  it  hav 
dined,  by  the  general  defalcation  i 
true  reprefentative  figns,  he  is  compelled 
to  fuffer  all  the  inconvenieircies  of  fud- 
den  derangement  and  actual  want.  It  is 
eafy  to  perceive,  therefore,  the  extent 
of  the  injury  the  ftate  fultains  at  large. 
When  its  members  are  paralized,  the  bo- 
dy itfelf  cannot  efcape  the  violence  of 
the  (hock.  In  the  mean  time,  whilit 
the  ftate,  which  exports  from  itfelf  thefe 
500,000  reprefentative  figns  of  labour, 
is  fuffering  all  the  inconveniences  of  the 
defalcation,  the  importing  ftate  is  adding 
to  the  capital  of  its  wealth.  It  exchan- 
ges a perishable  fund  of  commodities,  up- 
on which  it  gains  a profit,  for  a solid,  a 
durable  and  an  active  fund,  which  can 
be  placed  to  ten  thoufand  ufeful  purpo- 
fes,  in  the  management  of  its  economy. 
All  thefe  are  loft  to  the  exporting  ftate, 
and  gained  by  the  importing  one.  Be- 
tides the  importing  ftate,  when  500, 00e 
dollars  arrive  acquires  fo  many  more  re- 
prefentative figns  of  labour,  and 
courfe  commands  it  for  all  its  purpo 
with  much  more  facility.  The  expo, 
ing  state,  iti  the  mean  time,  has  an 
menle  balance  of  real  injury  againft  it- 
fdf.  It  receives  for  its  gold  and  silver, 
nothing  but  perishable  articles.  Thefe 
are  confumed  by  the  time  it  is  neceffary 
to  fend  out  another  cargo  of  500,000 
dollars  to  market.  The  fame  kind  of 
importation  and  the  fame  confumption 
is  made.  It  is  evident  from  this  mode 
of  commerce,  that  the  exporting  state 
muft,  at  tail,  deftroy  its  own  refources. 
lft.  -Becaufe  it  relaxes  the  nerves  of  fo- 
ciety by  difeouraging  induftry  : 2d.  Be- 
caufe it  adds  nothing  to  the  natural  ca- 
pital of  the  ftate,  which  muft  otherwife 
decline  by  its  producing  nothing  more 
than  what  is  confumed;  and3dly.lt 
fends  out  a much  greater  proportion  of 
circulating  medium-,  than  by  the  natural 
chances  of  popular  movements  amhrevi 
hitions,  can  poffibly  come  in  by  theV 
rent  of  emigration; 

2dly.  The  fecond  point  of  this  fu\- 
jetfl,  which  relates  to  a monopoly  of  t, 
circulating  medium,  in  the  hands  of  the 
mercantile  clafs,  is  nothing  more  than 
the  means  that  are  tiled  by  that  body,  to 
produce  ail  the  injuries  which  I have 
pointed  out.  It  is  like  every'  other  fpe- 
c»es  of  monopoly  ; a series  of  permis- 
sive privileges  given  by  the  improvident 
liberality  of  the  people  to  a separate 
class  of  men,  who  in  the  mean  time  pity 
their  ignorance  and  laugh  at  their  folly. 
The  real  injury  that  it  occafions  to  the 
ftate  is,  that  it  throws  a large  and  univer- 
fally  neceffary  portion  of  its  wealth  into 
onefolitary  channel  of  operation, 
mode  of  affeCting  this,  is  by  means  of 
fyftem  of  leduCtion  on  the  part  of  t 
mercantile  clafs,  and  a criminal  acquie 
cence  on  the  part  of  the  agricultural 
body  of  citizens,  by  which  the  latter  is, 
n the  end,  confiderably  worfted.  The 
merchant  goes  to  market  and  imports 
the  glittering  commodities  of  a foreign 
fabric,  with  which  he  alternately'  appeals 
to  the  pride,  the  vanity  and  the  indolence 
of  the  farmer.  The  latter,  like  Eve, 
when  tempted  by  the  infinuation 
ferpent, [.yields  to  the  delufion,  an 
time,  like  Eve,  laments  his  acquiefcenc 
to  the  charm.  He  looks  around 
finds  that  the  principal  part  of  the 
culating  medium  had  been  monopolized 
in  the  hands  of  the  merchant  ; that  ever- 
ry  other  clafs  were  exclaiming  at  the 
great  Icarcity  of  money,  and  that  even 
the  cufloniary  demands  of  real  neceffity, 
were  not  to  be  gratified,  but  by  pawning 
his  credit.

Need 
we  be  folicitous  about  the  fate  of  the 
Mifliffippi,or  is  it  decorous  to  ufe  the  hy- 
pocritical whinings  of  a falfe  patriotilm, 
when  a foreign  nation  attempts  to  break 
the  imaginary  bubble,  which  we  fondly 
call  our  commerce  ! Where  is  the  Jei\ 
nius  that  will  conftruCt  machines  for 
diminution  and  improvement  of  laboi 
when  it  is  to  meet  with  no  rewards,  an 
its  earnings  given  up  -o  tlie  fupport  of  a 
policy  which  will  eventually  ruin  the 
country  ?

If  they  do 
not  become  ftationary,  nothing  can  be 
done.  It  would  be  like  going  to  work 
on  a capital,  without  the  means  which 
are  to  give  it  the  firft  movement.  If  we 
are  wife  we  will  fet  about  reforming  our 
errors.  A different  afpebt  of  our  affairs 
will  grow  out  of  a prudent  regulation  of 
economy.  The  prefent  plan  of  fending 
out  our  ca(h  to  market,  must  be  destroyed. 
The  importation  of  what  the  foil  yields 
to  induftry  must  be  encouraged.  Folly 
muft  gather  the  leffons  of  wifdom  from 
experience  ; reafon  muft  prefide  afcour 
deliberations,  and  prejudice  be  abfofljtfd 
in  the  wife  determination  of  doing 
ter  than  we  have  done.

THE  changes  which  take  place  in  the 
opinions  and  conduft  of  men,  furniffi 
objebts  of  reflebtion  to  every  mind  ; and 
if  they  pafs  away  without  inftrubting 
thofe  who  witnefs  them,  confiderable  ad- 
vantages are  loft  to  fociety.  It  is  only 
►y  obferving  the  pad  that  we  can  judge 
of  the  future.  It  is  only  by  making 
felves  acquainted  with  the  condubt 
of  parties  that  we  can  penetrate  into  the 
motives  which  govern  them.  And  it  is 
important  to  underftand  both,  becaufe 
they  muft  neceffarily  have  confiderable 
influence  upon  the  opinions  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  through  them  upon  the  condubt 
of  the  government. 

It  is  notorious  that  the  people  of  the 
United  States  are  at  this  time  divided 
two  parties,  the  one  attached  to  the 
iniftration  of  Mr.  Jefferfon,  and  the 
r hoftile  to  the  man,  his  principle? 
_ his  condubt.  That  whatever  poli- 
cy the  former  recommends  or  pu glue 
is  affailed  by  the  latter  with  a violent 
unknown  to  any  period  of  our  hifiory. 

The  motives  which  prompt  them  on  to 
this  oppofitioii,  and  the  oppofition  itfelf 
muft  be  worth  an  examination. 

I o do  this  fuccefsfully,  we  muft  exa- 
mine into  the  charabters  of  thofe  cofti- 
poling  the  party. 

One  defeription  of  them  appear  to 
have  attached  themfelves  to  the  admini- 
niftrations  which  (ucceffively  governed 
the  United  States  prior  to  the  year  1801 
and  upon  the  fame  principles  whiih  t 
fame  clafs  of  men,  would  attach  ?be| 
felves  to  any  adminiftration,  in  ary;

No  example  can  better  exemplify  any 
opinion  than  the  laft  fyftem  of  alarm 
when  fortuitous  circuinftaoces  enabled 
their  leaders  to  make  the  paffions  of 
luch  charabters  dangerous  to  the  gpnfti 
tution  and  the  liberties  of  the  county 
This  abufe  of  power  and  influe 
led  a number  of 

pendent  characters  to  an  oppofit^nl 
which  enlightened  the  public  mind,  -d 
finally  placed  Mr.  Jefferfon  in  the  prelT 
dency 

After  this  event  it  was  to  bcxXpebted 
that  a people  which  complained  of  abu 
fes  in  every  department  of  government, 
would  infill  upon  their  removal  ; and 
[that  Mr.  Jefferfon  would  remove  their 
^authors  from  power 

The  people  direbted  it ; Mr.  Jefferfon 
obeyed. 

Then  cotnmenced  a fyftematic  oppofi- 
tion to  his  meafures.  No  propolition 
was  made,  or  abtdone,  but  what  was  im- 
mediately oppoied.  All  the  attempts 
of  the  oppofition  were  direbted  to  one 
end — the  embarrafijnent  of  theV-^cu 
tive. 

With  fuch  violence  did  t 
their  oppofition  as  to  oppofc  wha^  they 
had  formerly  introduced,  and  rendered 
neceffary  by  their  meafures  to  be  purfu 
ed.  Confiftancy  of  principle  and  con 
dubt  they  did  not  regard,  provided  they 
'had  confiftancy  of  oppofition. 

Such  was  their  condubt  during  two 
feffions  of  Congrefs 

But  ohe  ‘fubjebt  during  the  feffion  of 
laft  Congrefs  engroffed  moft  of  their  at- 
tention,  and  in  which  they  made  exer- 
tions worthy  a better  caufe.  We  allude 
to  the  meafures  which  they  propofed  and 
oppofed  relative  to  the  occlufion  of  the 
port  of  Orleans. 

At  tjiat  period  they  enlarged  upon 
the  misfortunes  which  would  flow  from 
the  colonization  of  Louifiana.  Our 
wealth  would  be  torn  from  us  ; the 
commerce  of  the  weftern  people  ruined 
by  the  monopoly  Sc  exabtion  of  French- 
men ; the  value  of  our  weftern  -pro- 
perty leffened  by  the  encouragement 
they  would  give  to  migration  ; our  citi- 
zens enticed  from  their  prefent  habita- 
tions to  become  the  inftruments  of  French 
ambition  and  intrigue  ; our  union  diffol- 
ved  by  the  machinations  and  intrigues 
of  their  officers  ; our  independence  en- 
dangered and  our  whole  country  fall  a pirey 
to  the  ambition  of  the  conful.  The  at- 
empt  to  fecure  our  rights  by  negotiation 
s the  child  of  a weak  old  man  ; the 
relult  of  a difordered  imagination. 
Whilft  Monroe  and  Livingfton  weri 
gotiating,  the  iconful  Would  feize 
important  territory  himfelf.  The  pe 
" abtion  would  be  loft.  The  lofs 
blood,  the  expenditure  of  treafure  in  tU 
conteft,  the  Ioffes  of  our  commercial  ci- 
tizens, and  the  enmity  of  tlie  moft  po- 
tent power  in  the  old  world,  were  no- 
thing  when  compared  with  the  advanta- 
ges  we  fhould  derive  from  ftriking 
the  firft  blow,  and  of  immediately  pof-; 
(effing  ourfelves  of  the  Whole  country 
But  all  thefe  advantages  Would  be  loft 
by  a weak,  pufilanimous  adminiftration 
ignorant  of  the  true  interefts  and  rights 
of  the  country,  without  capacity  toxom- 
prebend  or  firmnefs  to  enforce  them.

Not  to  mention  the  lofs  of  blood 
e heartburningof  the  people  of  France, 
the  eternalizing  their  prejudices  and  ran- 
cour, by  an  attack  upon  them  for  the  un- 
provoked aggrelfion  of  the  petty  officer 
of  another,  before  a demand  of  repara, 
tion  had  been  made,  conformable  to  the 
condudl  of  all  civilized  nations.  Not 
to  notice  the  advantages  which  other 
commercial  Hates  would  obtain  over  us 
whilft  our  commerce  to  France,  Spain,’ 
Italy,  Holland  and  their  colonies  fhould 
be  interrupted,  Sc  the  difadvanfages  we 
null  have  laboured  under  at  its  revival 
Whilft  we 


vtniences  of  war,  others  would  be  gain 
ing  at  our  expence,  without  an  attempt 
on  our  part  being  made  to  ward  off  its 
evils,  or  to  obtain  a peaceable  remedy, 
Thus  have  nations  ever  been  the  (port  of 
ambitious  llatefinen,  devouring  etch  o- 
ther,  and  permitting  (fates  inimical  to 
both  to  inrich  themfelves  by  their  com- 
mon quarrels.  Why  fhould  we  engage 
in  wai  Why  fhould  we  abandon  the 
road  which  has  led  us  on  with  unexam- 
pled rapidity  to  the  fummit  of  wealth, 
diftinfticn  and  power  ? We  have  profited 
by  the  misfortunes  of  others  without  the 
imputation  of  a crime,  and  we  have 
profited  to  no  purpofe  if  we  abandon  our 
advantages  in  the  moment  of  palfion. 
If  we  live  for  happinefs  we  muft  live 
for  inftruction.  Having  once  deviated 
from  the  pacific  policy  which  our  inter- 
efts  preferibed,  we  fuffertd  the  greateft 
inconveniences  ; and  if  we  are  not  in- 
ftrudled  wc  have  lived  and  luffered 
'no  purpofe.

At  an  early  hour  yefter- 
day  evening,  a variety  of  inflamma- 
tory proclamations  were  diftributed 
in  every  part  of  the  town,  calling  on 
people  to  unite  as  before,  in  oppofi- 
tion  to  Englilh  oppreflion,  &c.  and  at 
fo  early  an  hour  as  eight  o’clock,  a 
large  party  forced  into  the  Lord 
Mayor’s,  and  feizedall  the  arms  and 
pikes  which  were  in  the  houfe,  and 
about  ten  o’clock  a general  engage 
ment  tookplace  fn  the  neighborhood 
of  James-ftreet,  Thomas-ftreet  and 
in  every  part  of  the  liberty.  Lord 
gJGlwarden  (the  Chief  Jultice  of  the 
* YlCing’ s Bench)  coming  into  town  a- 
^out  9 o’clock,  was  forced  out  of  his 
^frriage  in  James-ftreet,  with  his 
nephew  and  were  both  killed  by 
pikes. 

“ Col.  Brown  of  the  2 1 ft,  and  a 
few  more  officers,  and  feveral  of  the 
foldiery  and  yeomen  have  unfortu- 
nately been  killed,  together  with  a 
great  number  who  appear  of  the  ve- 
ry lowed  order.
